out with contem pt. 
On a trip out in the country the 
other day the w riter gathered several 
kinds, inchiding Boletus. Clitocybe, 
Am inita and puff balls. 
Three of 
these kinds are good, the other is 
“ loaded.” 
Enough heart depressant 
poison is in the one to sever the “ sil­ 
ver thread” of life. 
But with a lit­ 
tle observation this one can be told 
from the others. 
On his return home he found “ com­ 
pany,” wife away, and the children 
crying for bread. 
Those mushrooms 
solved the difficulty. 
There was a 
meal good enough for ony epicure. 
The M in n e so ta university 
puo- 
lishes a book on the mushrooms of i 
Minnesota, this can be nad free by | 
any graduate and for one dollar by 
any one. 
A few of the most common 
kinds can ce readily distinguisned 
and wholesome food thus obtained for 
toe gathering. 
'I nose who are not 
versed in mushroom lore however, 
should do well to give them a wide 
berth.
